Meet 90 Minutes 
To Map Strategy 
Of Next Move 


PARIS, Sep t. 21 f.P—The Foreign 
Ministers of Britain, the United 
States and France map p ed their 
next move in the p olitical battle 
for Berlin at another three-p ower 
conference today. 
They were believed to be debating 
whether to toss the exp losive issue 
into the arena of the United Na­ 
tions. 
The ministers ended their meet­ 
ing abler 90 minutes, and a French 
sp okesman said they had reached 
no final conclusions. They will not 
meet again until next week, he 
added. 
S u bs e q u e n t l y official British 
sources said they would not rule 
out the p ossibility that the three 
ministers might get together before 
the weekend if the need to do so 
arose. 
There was no immediate 
exp lanation of the ap p arent contra­ 
diction between the statements of 
the British and French officials. An j 
American sp okesman could not be 
reached at once. 
Meet In French Ministry 
The three met at the French 
Foreign Ministry for the second 
time in 24 hours after the op ening 
session of the U N. Assembly.

(Tuesday) night an administration 
“which really believes in conserva­ 
tion.”

‘‘I p rop ose to you a great change 
in our national government,” the 
GOP candidate said in an address 
p rep ared for a Denver auritorium 
crowd, “that we get an administra­ 
tion that gets things done and 
doesn’t just talk about them.”

l>r. Van Dellen war, was elected 
io r two terms in the White Ho use, 
and a factio n o f his party made 
an unsuccessful effo rt to win fo r 
him a third term. As a general and 
again as the chief ex ecutiv e o f the 
co untry *, all 
o f his desires had 
been supplied. 
But 
when 
lie 
was 
definitely 
thro ugh with public life he was 
a middle aged man with scarcely 
eno ugh mo ney sa\cd to maintain 
his so cial standing. He had many 
wealthy and influential friends who 
helped to allev iate the situatio n. On 
the o ther hand, he desired mo re, 
as is o ften the case when men o f 
mo derate means asso ciate with the 
well-to -do . Co nsequently , when the 
chance to make a fo rtune aro se he 
seized the o ppo rtunity . In so do ing, 
he and his so n became inno cent 
partners o f a no to rio us swindler, 
Ferdinand Ward, o therwise kno wn 
as the “ y o ung Napo leo n o f Wall 
Street.” When the smo ke cleared 
Grant was bro ke, greatly in debt, 
and was so mewhat in disgrace fo r 
hav ing been a part o f such a v en­ 
ture.

It was in this stage o f despo n­ 
dency that the cancer made its 
first appearance. He had turned to 
writing in o rder to subsist. His 
first magazine articles pro v ed so 
successful that the publishers pre­ 
v ailed upo n him to w'rite his me­ 
mo irs in bo o k fo rm. He accepted 
the challenge, as it represented his 
o nly chance o f making a liv ing and 
o btaining future security fo r his 
family . He began to wo rk with de­ 
terminatio n and by the end o f 
eight mo nths had almo st, co mpleted 
the seco nd 
v o lume. 
Two weeks 
later he died, nev er kno wing ho w 
successful the v enture had been. His 
family ultimately receiv ed $45 0,000 
in ro y alties fro m his wo rk. 
The feat was ex trao rdinary as it 
had been acco mplished while he 
was dy ing fro m cancer. He had been 
desperate, fo r lie knewr that the end 
was inev itable and there was so 
much to do and so little time. His 
suffering was intense. The pain and 
dry ness o f the thro at was bearable 
so lo ng as pain-killing drugs were 
used. He was unable to swallo w fo o d 
sav e in liquid fo rm. When ho arse­ 
ness dev elo ped he co uld no t dictate 
and had to reso rt to writing with a 
pencil. 


In my o pinio n, this race against 
death was o ne o f Grant's greatest 
acco mplishments. It was a different 
battle but it was fo ught in the 
same manner as were tho se at 
Vicksburg and Chattano o ga. 
He 
sho wed no o utward 
ev idence 
o f 
alarm and was so lemn during the 
entire affair. As a phy sician, I can 
appreciate his disco mfo rt; 
as 
a 
writer, I can co mprehend ho w' diffi­ 
cult it must hav e been fo r him to 
co ncentrate while suffering with o ne 
o f the mo st painful o f all diseases. 
Whatev er might hav e been said o f 
the man, there is no do ubt that this 
last battle affo rds additio nal pro o f 
o f his character and co urage. Lin­ 
co ln knew this when he said, “ The 
man fights. I think w’e’ll keep him a 
little lo nger.” 
Grant’s enemies at that time were 
no t half as deadly as cancer, which 
has taken pro bably a greater to ll 
than all the armies since the be­ 
ginning o f man.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. — Just 
about thirty years ago, when radio 
was beginning to excite the interest 
of the American people, it was free­ 
ly predicted that stumping by pres­ 
idential candidates would no longer 
be necessary. It was also assumed 
that, because radio reaches so many 
more millions than is possible in a 
single 
auditorium, 
more 
reliance 
would be placed on broadcasts from 
strategic centers than on long trans­ 
continental trips. 
The presidential campaign of 1948 
which has just opened witnesses 
just as much emphasis, if not more, 
on radio broadcasting as heretofore 
but there is also a significant re­ 
turn to the kind of personal cam­ 
paigning and stumping to which 
America was treated in the presi­ 
dential campaign 52 years ago. 
Back in 1896. when William Jen­ 
nings Bryan toured the country, 
making as many as eight and ten 
speeches a day, there was no radio 
broadcast to tell the people ol one 
section what was being said in other 
sections. Nor could the newspapers 
giv e space to all the speeches then 
any more than they can today. He 
drew the biggest kind of crowds but 
last the election. 
“ Fro nt Po rch’* C ampaigns 
There hav e been campaigns in 
which one or the other oi the can­ 
didates waged a “front porch” cam­ 
paign, addressing v isiting delega­ 
tions and omitting the big 
trips. 
Thus President McKinley waged a 
“front porch” campaign in 1900. So 
did Warren Harding in 1920. Wood­ 
row Wilson in 1916 conducted his 
campaign t or reelect ion in digmticd 
manner from his front porch in 
Long Branch. N. J., making hall a 
dozen major addresses and speaking 
to a few delegations v isiting him 
there. 
In recent years, too, it has been 
prov ed that it is not always the 
candidate trav eling the longest dis­ 
tance who wins out. Wendell Will- 
kie in 1940 trav eled far more than 
Roosev elt did. Likewise. Gov ernor 
Dewey trav ersed more territory in 
1944 than Mr. Roosev elt. 
The decision of President Truman 
to make one ol the longest cam­ 
paign journeys that any candidate 
has ev er made is based 
on t lie 
theory that local publicity and con­ 
tact with local groups can gain 
more v otes than radio broadcasts 
alone from Washington and other 
bri eit i* 


One thing that lias brought the 
change in campaign methods is the 
difference in time between the Pa­ 
cific Coast or Rocky Mountain re­ 
gion and the East. A speech de­ 
liv ered at 8 p. m. on the Pacific 
coast can be heard only by those 
who stay up as late as il p. m. on 
the Atlantic seaboard. Assuming 
that many people go to bed at ten 
o’clock or earlier, a speech deliv ered 
in the Rocky Mountain area at 
eight o'clock meaas listening after 
ten o’clock in the East. 
Plans are being made to rebroad- 
east some of the western speeches 
the next ev ening at earlier iiours. 
But the significant thing about all 
this is not the arrangements for 
broadcasting, which arc about 
as 
they were four years ago. It is the 
determination of each candidate to 
speak directly to the people. 


Dewey 's Ex perience Recalled 
Gov ernor Dewey found out m the 
preconv ention 
campaign 
that 
it 
means v otes when he mingles with 
the people at ev ery crossroads town 
in a slate, as he did in Oregon. 
Neither candidate can spend much 
time in small towns except 
as the 
trains pause a few minutes en route 
to the larger centers, but there is 
no doubt that each nominee feels it 
is important to face the people and 
let them see in person what the 
candidate looks like and how he 
carries himself on the stump. 
It is a thrilling thing for a demo­ 
cracy to operate on a basis that 
requires thp candidates to take their 
case directly to the people. With all 
due respect !o the mechanical in­ 
v entions which help distant points 
to listen in, there is something v ery 
American in the stumping habit. 
Here the people hav e a chance to 
ask questions and to indicate their 
approv al or disapprov al to the can­ 
didate himself. It must be v ery 
stimulating to the candidates to gel 
trie leel ot the audiences by means 
of personal appearances. 
There is one mechanical inv en­ 
tion that may change things some­ 
what—it's telev ision. But here, too, 
one cannot be making any predic­ 
tions. For it isn’t practicable for all 
the people to see the candidates 
when time belts arc different across 
the country and when there are so 
many opportunities lor daytime ap­ 
pearances that still are desired by 
the practical politicians.

Radio Fails To Eliminate 


Personal Kind Of Campaigning

WASHINGTON. Sept. 21. — Just 
about thirty years ago, when radio 
wa.s beginning to excite the interest 
of the American people, it was Ii ee­ 
ly predicted that stumping by pres­ 
idential candidates would no longer 
be necessary. It was also assumed 
that, because radio reaches so many 
more millions than is possible iii a 
single 
auditorium, 
more 
reliance 
would be placed on broadcasts from 
strategic centers than on long trans­ 
continental trips. 
Tile presidential campaign of 1948 
which has just opened witnesses 
just as much emphasis, if not more, 
on radio broadcasting as heretofore 
but there is also a significant re­ 
turn to the kind of personal cam ­ 
paigning and stumping to which 
America wa* treated in the presi­ 
dential campaign 52 years ago. 
Back iii 1896. when William Je n ­ 
nings B rian toured the country, 
making as many as eight and ten 
speeches a day. there was no radio 
broadcast to tell the people of one 
section what was being said in other 
sections. Nor could the newspapers 
giie space to all the speeches then 
any more than they can today. He 
drew Hie biggest kind of crowds bul 
last tile election. 
"Front Porch" C ampaign* 
There have been campaigns iii 
which one or the other of the can­ 
didate* waged a "from porch cam ­ 
paign. addressing visiting delega­ 
tions and omitting the big trip>. 
Thus President McKinley waged a 
"front porch ’ campaign in 1900. So 
did W arren Harding in 1920. Wood­ 
row Wilson in 1916 conducted his 
campaign for reelection iii dignified 
manner lrom 
h i s front porch 
iii 
Long Branch, N J., making Ila ii a 
dozen major addresses and speaking 
to a few delegation* visiting hun 
Hie re. 
In recent years, too. it has been 
proved that ll is not always the 
candidate traveling the longest dis­ 
tance who wins out. Wendell Win­ 
kle in 1940 traveled tar more than 
Roosevelt did. Likewise. Governor 
Dewey traiersed more territory in 
1944 than Mr. Roosevelt. 
The dei tsion of President Trum an 
to make one of the longest cam ­ 
paign journeys thai any candidate 
has d e r made is based on Hic 
theory thai local publicity and con­ 
tact with local groups can gain 
more lute* than radio broadcasts 
alone from Washington and other 
lr** ell'* 
J 


One Hung that ha* brought the 
change in campaign methods is the 
difference in lime between the Pa­ 
cific Coast or Rocky Mountain re­ 
gion and the Ea.st. A speech de­ 
livered a t 8 p. rn. on the Paciiic 
coast can be heard only by those 
who slay up as late as ii p. in. on 
the 
Atlantic seaboard. 
Assuming 
that many (>eop!e go to bed at ten 
o'clock or earlier, a speech delivered 
in the Rocky Mountain area at 
eight o’clock mean* listening after 
ten o'clock in the East. 
Plans are being made to rebroad­ 
cast some of the western speeches 
the next evening at earlier hours. 
But the significant thing about all 
thLs is not Hie arrangements for 
broadcasting, which are about as 
they were four years ago. It is the 
determination of each candidate to 
speak directly to the jieople. 
Dewey’* Experience Recalled 


Governor Dewey iound out in tile 
prccom clition 
campaign 
that 
it 
means votes when lie mingles with 
the people at every crossroads town 
in a state, as he did in Oregon. 
Neither candidate can spend much 
tune in small towns except as the 
train* pause a lew minutes en route 
to the larger centers, but there is 
no doubt that each nominee feels it 
is important to face the people and 
let them see in person what the 
candidate look* like and how he 
carries himself on the stump. 
It is a thrilling tiling for a demo­ 
cracy to operate on a basis th at 
require* the candidates to take their 
ease directly to the |>cople. With all 
due respect to the mechanical in­ 
ventions which help distant points 
lo listen in. there is something very 
American in the stumping habit. 
Here Hic people have a chance to 
ask quest ions aud to indicate their 
approval or disapproval to the can­ 
didate himself. It must be very 
stimulating to the candidates to get 
the feel ut the audiences by means 
of personal appearances. 
There is one mechanical inven­ 
tion that may change things some­ 
what—its television But here, too, 
one cannot be making any predic­ 
tions. For it isn't practicable for all 
the people to see the candidate* 
when tune belt* are different across 
the country and when there are so 
many opportunities Ior daytime ap­ 
pearances th at still are desired by 
Hie practical jiolitirians.
